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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although applicant contends that Nakagawa 
shows only a single drive system for the top and bottom molds and the insert, the examiner maintains that there are two separate drive 
mechanisms disclosed by Nakagawa. Specifically, the drive system of the top and bottom molds comprises the "clamping cylinder" 
which is not pictured (or numbered). The drive system for the insert comprises the "hydraulic cylinder 19". It is noted that the term "driv^ 
system" can be interpreted very broadly (i.e. an object that pushes another object in a given direction). Furthermore.although Nakagawa 
shows hydraulic drive systems in his drawings, he also discloses that screw drives are also plausible and known alternatives .
